Repeals Minnesota Statutes, sections 84.033, subdivision 3 (requiring county
approval when the DNR acquires land for designation as a scientific and natural area
(SNA)); 97A.145, subdivision 2 (requiring county approval when the DNR acquires
wetlands and bordering lands for wildlife, recreation, and public hunting); and
Minnesota Rules, part 6115.1220, subpart 8 (reference to the county land acquisition
approval requirements for wetlands and bordering lands repealed in this section).
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
